State's Attorney Morey C. Fires' 


and Sheriff LeRoy Bates' offices 
are continuing their investigation 
into the death of Frank Richards, 
48-year-old Negro who died at 
KSB hospital May 19, as the re- 
sult of arsenic poisoning. 


Pires has revealed that more 


than 30 persons have been ex- 
amined 
thus far in connection 


with the case, and several of them 
have been taken to laboratories 
for tests to determine the truth- 
fulness of their testimony. 


It was not revealed what pro- 


gress has been made m the case. 


A coroner's jury recommended 


at an inquest July 6 at the Jones 
Funeral home that Pires and Bates 
office continue their 
investiga- 


tion of the case after returning a 
verdict that Richards died from 
arsenic poisoning administered by 
person or persons unknown.

Dr. Lesage had issued a tem- 


porary death certificate at the 
time of Richards' death listing the 
cause of death as ulcers. He told 
the jury at the inquest that the 
ulcer condition and other compli- 
cations which appeared were the 
result of the arsenic poisoning.

Missouri's Fifth district voters 


marked ballots today in a. con- 
gressional race that promised an 
insight, by proxy, into the admin- 
istration's popularity in one seg- 
ment of President Truman's home 
state. 


The race, involving an attempt 


by Rep. Roger C. Slaughter (D) 
to win renomination despite pub- 
lic opposition from the president, 
drew only a small segment of the 
voters participating in the day's 
six primaries—in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Arkansas, New Hampshire, 
Virginia and West Virginia. 


But because Truman said that 


if Slaughter was right in his fight 
against White House legislative 
proposals, 
the 
president 
was 


wrong, the contest took on an ele- 
ment missing since the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt aided in the 1938 
defeat of Rep. John J. O'Connor, 
New York Democrat. Roosevelt's 
efforts, however, failed 
to un- 


seat four other Democrats that 
year.

Under escort of

guards, 5,0 sacks of silver dollars 
and other sacks full of currency 
were taken aboard the vessel yes- 
terday, along with roulette wheels 
and other paraphernalia. 


"The chips are down and we're 


going to operate," said Cornero.

treated by us as piracy." 


Cornero's ship is registered with 


the U. S. Maritime Commission. 
It is a 460-foot converted seaplane 
tender and is outfitted in all the 
splendor of a Nevada or Monte 
Carlo gaming palace.

No longer a luxury item on modern, progressive farms, an automatic 


pressure water system, with water piped to every point where it will b* 
useful, provides the entire farm family with many "city" benefits to add to 
the joys of healthful rural living. 


RURAL ELECTRIFICATIO^- 


Pumping and carrying water by 


hand is one of the most annoying and 
time consuming of (arm chores. No 
small boy totmg water for a circus 
elephant ever became more dis- 
couraged about completing his task 
than the farm youngster, his dad, 
mother or the hired man in perform- 
ing the unending job of keeping 
stock tanks, hog and chicken water- 
ers filled Supplying water foi cook- 
ing washing, bathing and the garden 
pi events additional burdens, when the 
job is done manually. 


Water is the life stream of farm 


production. An adequate water sup- 
ply at all times means that cows 
gjve moie rrnlk 
hogs, cattle and 


other livestod: put on weight faster, 
sasdetis grow more vegetables, hens 
lay more eggs and poultry grow 
larger. United States Department of 
Agnculture figures show that the 
daily consumption of water on the 
farm total; 35 gallons for each mem- 
ber of the family, 35 gallons per 
milk cow. 12 gallons per steer, dry 
cow and horse: 3 gallons per hog. 2 
gallons per sheep and 3 gallons for 
each 100 chickens 


Electric water s\ items pay for 


themselves within 2 years on most 
farms in greater profits realized from 
farm pioducts and in saving farmers 
time and manpower to expand their 


'aket over the farm pumping chore. 


, activities The average farm family 
should 
plan on a system which 


pumps about 500 gallons of water an 
hour. Power costs are low, one dairy 
farmer 
reporting that electricity, 


consumed in supplying 1,000 gallons 
of water for his needs, costs him only 
3 cents. Surveys of 6 typical Illinois 
dairy farms record that requirements 
of water [or each were provided at 
an average electrical consumption 
of 33 kilowatt hours of power per 
month Studies made on an Ohio test 
farm showed that the installation of 
an automatic pressure water system 
saved the operator 35 hours of 
"pumping and 
toting" 
time per 


month, and that he used this "free" 
time to farm more land and milk 
more cows. 


Aside from the dollars and cents 


value directly received, running wa- 
ter provides protection against the 
farm fire bugaboo. Also, public health 
records indicate that the installation 
of a pressure water system in the 
farm home improves health condi- 
tions more than 50 percent 


In planning a water system, farm- 


ers should consult their dealers or 
power suppliers for assistance in de- 
termining the proper piping layout, 
the type of pump needed (deep or 
shallow well) and its proper loca- 
tion.

Range Paralysis 


Serious Poultry 


Disease Hazard 


Range paralysis if) one of the 


most serious diseases affecting 
chickens in Illinois poultry flocks, 
states Dr. H. S. Bryan, College of 
Veterinary Medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 


Chickens of all breeds and both 


sexes are susceptible to range 
paralysis, technically known as the 
avian leukosis complex. The di- 
sease usually attacks young chick- 
ens between the age of two and 
five months. One or both legs 
may become partially or complete- 
ly paralyzed. 
Drooping of the 


wings frequently, but not always, 
appears. 


There is no cure for range pa- 


ralysis, declares Dr. Bryan, who 
adds that even the transmission 
of the disease is not well known. 
He recommends some measures 
which will help in controlling it: 


Recommendations 


1. Kill and burn all diseased 


birds. The breeding flocks should 
be culled regularly and birds show- 
ing clinical symptoms of paralysis 
should be culled out. 


2. Obtain eggs for 
hatching 


purposes only from disease-free 
flocks. 


3." Obtain baby chicks only from 


flocks m which the disease has 
never been known to occur or from 
flocks that have demonstrated a 
high resistance to the disease as 
indicated by only negligible losses 
following an outbreak. 


4. Keep houses, feed, ground and 


water clean in order to check pos- 
sible spread of the disease. 


5. Do not allow adjoining flocks 


to intermingle. 


6. Either plow oi\ spade 
the 


ground near the laying houses, or 
keep all birds confined in clean 
houses. 


7. Do not 
bring 
bitds 
from 


shows or exhibitions into the flock. 


8. Keep external parasites in 


:heck at all times.

LAW ON THE FARM

Will*.—Generally speaking, good 


wills are not so difficult to pre- 
pare as most people believe. Bad 
wills are nearly always a result of 
wenting to prrvide for too many 
contingencies, hasty preparation, 
bad grammar or failure to regard 
tne fairly simple requirements of 
the law. 


The Illinois legislature has de- 


finitely set out the essential ele- 
ments of a valid will. 
Briefly 


stated, they are as follows: 


1. 
A person 18 years old, of 


sound mind and memory, may 
make a will. 


2. The will must be in writing 


and signed by the maker or by 
someone in his presence by his 
direction. 


3. The svill must be witnessed 


and signed in the presence by the 
maker by two credible witnesses 
who will swear before the County 
court that they saw the deceased 
sign the will, or that they ac- 
knowledged it to be his act. 


Dates and addresses are not 


necessary in a will, although it is 
a good plan to insert a date show- 
ing when it was made. The lan- 
guage should be simple s.nd direct 
sc that it will not be misinterpret- 
ed. Due to the fact that courts 
have had to construe the meaning 
of particular phrases in wills and 
ha^e found it necessary to give 
them meaning which may not al- 
ways correspond with the mak- 
er's intent, it w worth while to 
consult a competent lawyer about 
the wording of the instrument. 


Wills may be used to dispose 


of all kinds of property, both real 
and persona', to create trusts or 
to give many different kinds of 
limited interests to desired par- 
ties.

to give all a man's property to 
his wife:

Bureaucracy in Action 


As a prime example of bureau- 


cracy in action, we commend the 
recent train of events which re- 
sulted in postponing 
the Mari- 


time Commission's construction of 
seven passenger ships for opera- 
,tion by American lines. 


On July 2, Vice Adm. W. W. 


Smith, 
Maritime 
Commission 


chairman, wrote to Reconversion 
Director John R. Steelman, in- 
quiring about this construction 
program and apparently asking 
authorization to get on with it. A 
week later the Navy Department 
recommended 
that 
construction 


proceed without 
delay, 
since it 


was interested in having fast pas- 
senger ships available for emer- 
gency conversion to transports. 


On July. 17, Dr. Steelman, in the 


name of the president, told Ad- 
miral Smith to postpone awarding 
contracts for two luxury liners for 
the Soutb American trade for at 
least a year, and to hold up 
scheduled construction of five oth- 
er liners while the whole project 
was re-examined. 


This was the first notice to 


American shipbuilders and oper- 
ators that the program to build 
fast liners for international com- 
petition was halted. 


Dr. Steelman gave as reasons 


for the cancellation a shortage of 
materials, the heavy tax burden of 
construction costs and operating 
deficits, "substantial naval con- 
struction" and reconversion and 
repair work. 


Yet at this' time of material 


shortages, the State Department 
was approving an Export-Import 
Bank loan to Chile to buy Ameri- 
can steel for ships to be built in 
Britain, while the Civilian Produc- 
tion Administratiojiltyas increasing 
Britain's steel alltiSation by 50,000 
tons for this purpose. 


The two cancelled liners for our 


"good neighbor fleet" would have 
taken 'less steel than the five 
ChileaijTcargo vessels to be built 
with American steel and financed 
by an American loan. 


As for construction costs, the 


Shipbuilders Council of America 
pointed out in a letter to Dr. 
Steelman that shipyard wages are 
up 38 cents an hour since the war 
began, largely 
through 
govern- 


ment influence and effort. 
Now, 


the letter continued, the shipyard 
workers, having been given their 
demands, are having their work 
taken from them. 


The council quoted Navy fig- 


ures to shoiv that naval construc- 
tion is rapidly being completed, 
and that there are no naval con- 
tracts for new ships in fiscal 1947. 
It quoted the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics to show that by Jan. 1 
there will be only about 130,000
